This suit, which is of dark blue flannel, consists of a kilt skirt buttoned to a silesia under-waist, and a 
sailor blouse; a pair of knee-trousers of the same flannel is added, to be buttoned to the under-waist un- 
derneath the kilt; but these can be omitted, and most of the flannel and piqué suits for warm weather 
are made without.
